‘During the past year there have been thirty-one (31) 
weeks of school taught in all of the districts in town. In 
looking over the year’s work, both of teachers and pupils, 
we are confident that good work has been done asa rule, 
with very few exceptions. The By-Laws adopted last year 
have worked to the advantage of several that would other- 
wise have stayed away from school, The percentage of 
attendance has been larger the last year than ever before. 


There has been about seventy-five dollars ($75.00) ex- 
pended for maps, charts and,reference books that will not 
have to be replaced for quite a numher of years. 


We would again urge the parents to visit the schools often, 
and thus encourage the scholars and teacher to more zealous 


work. 


The school board would recommend that the schools be run , 
30 weeks the coming year, and in order to do this the same 
generous appropriations should be continued. |
